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lc cont.) the fence intersection, itself, agrees closer to other 
evidence found. Vollmer and I measured south 1320 ft. along 
Brummett's Creek Rd, from a fence row at mid-section. A point, 
established at that distance, was bearing S89.6°E from the fence 
intersection, a bearing which is parallel to the south section line. 
The tree line of an old field corner, just across the section line 
in Sec.35 and near the NE corner, SE**, SE**, Sec.34, is bearing 
S89.6°E from the fence intersection at the center of SW**, Sec.34. 

The NW corner of State Forest in SW**,SE**, Sec.34 (16 rods east of 
the **-** corner) was established SE of U.S. Fee Taking Line marker 
no. 1693 and 174.7 ft. N62 C E of marker no. 1695 (the latter is 
located on the lower slope terrace east of the old county road 
bridge across Brummett's Creek). This established corner 
contradicts the U.S. Army Corp.of Engineers plat, which suggests 
that marker no. 1693 is on the north line of SW**, SE**. However, 
other evidence shows that this marker is about 118 ft. north of the 
line. The corner is 84' N of 6" Sugar maple w/ metal S.F. sign. 

d) NW corner, NE**, SE**, Sec.34 

v cr A fence intersection in an Am. Beech has a stack of three rocks 18 
y ft. east of it. Old plastic flagging surrounding the stack suggests 

that it marks the corner. The NE corner, SE**, Sec.34 (see entry If . 
^ / of Sec.35 where it is also the SE corner, NW**, Sec.35) is bearing 
/ S89.6°E from this stack of rocks. This bearing is parallel to the 

// south section line. A survey by Graham in NE%, NE**, Sec.3, T8N, R1E 

L/ was used to establish where the NE corner, NE**, NE**, Sec.3 should 

be located, and this corner is also the SW corner, SE**, SE**, Sec.34. 
The SW corner, SE%, SE**, Sec.34 (no marker found) is bearing S0,3‘W 
from the stack of rocks. o The west side of NE**, SE** v/as painted and 
posted using bearing S0.3°W from the stack of rocks. No marker was 
found at the SW corner, NE**, SE**, Sec.34. It was established by the 
intersection of two calculated bearings from other corners. The 
corner is 22 ft. east of an 8 in. Pignut hickory w/ a metal S.F. sign.
